Cleveland, Jan. 3.—The financial af­ 
fairs of the Everett-Moore syndicate, 
owning or controlling a number of ur­ 
ban and interurban electric railways 
and an extensive system of local and 
long-distance telephone lim a in Ohio 
and Michigan, passed into the control 
of a committee .composed of seven 
prominent bankers of this city, yes­ 
terday. 
This action was taken, it is 
stated, aa the 
result of temporary 
financial embarrassment on the part 
of the syndicate, which has for some 
time past been affected by the strin­ 
gency in the money market. The com 
mittee chosen has been at work inves­ 
tigating the affairs of the syndicate 
and express the firm belief that the 
firm is entirely solvent and that its 
embarrassment will be only tempo­ 
rary. 
The Everett-Moore syndicate is ac­ 
credited with controlling mort? than 
1,200 miles of urban and interurban 
electric lines in Ohio and Michigan, 
with many new extensions still in 
course of construction. 
Among the 
telephone properties 
owned outright 
or controlled by th** syndicate are the 
Cuyahoga Telephone company of this 
city, *ith upward of 10,"0<> aubscrib* 
era J the United States Telephone com­ 
pany dong distance); the Federal Tel- 
« phone company; 
the Stark county 
IO.) Telephone company; the Colum­ 
biana County (O.) Telephone compa­ 
ny. »h** People's Telephone Company 
o' Detroit: the Wood County (O .) Tel­ 
ephone company and a number of oth 
cts in which th** Federal Telephone 
company is the controlling factor. 
Among the more important electric 
street railway properties in which the 
syndicate is largely interested, are the 
Cleveland Electric Railway company, 
the Detroit United railway, the Toledo 
Hallway 
and 
Light 
company, 
the 
Northern Ohio Traction company, the 
Cleveland, 
Painesville 
and 
Eastern 
Railway company, the Detroit and To­ 
ledo Shore lane Railway company and 
the 
lathe 
Shore 
Electric 
Railway 
company. 
All of these lines are de­ 
clared by the committee to be, with 
si art cly an exception, in good physical 
condition, perfectly solvent and in no 
wise embarrassed. 
The aggregate capitalization of a1! 
the various properties owned or con­ 
trolled by the syndicate, is said to be 
about $ I SU,OOO,OOO. 
Expert account­ 
ants have been employed by the com­ 
mittee in charge to examine and re­ 
port on the condition of all the consti­ 
tuent companies. 
No statement indi­ 
cating the liabilities of the syndicate 
bas yet been given out. 
Messrs. Hen­ 
ry A. Everett and E. W. Moore refuse 
to be interviewed concerning their af­ 
fairs. declaring that the statement is­ 
sued by the committee covered the en­ 
tire matter. 
Colonel Myron T. Her­ 
rick says relative to the affairs of the 
syndicate; “Personally I have had no 
connection with and no knowledge of 
the operations of the Everett-Moore 
syndi* ate. 
Although I am named as 
one of the members of the committee 
for the reorganisation of their affairs. 
I have now no actual knowledge of 
their condition, except as informed by 
another committee of Cleveland back- I 
erg. which has spent more than a week 
in making an investigation. 
While I 
have taken no part in this investiga­ 
tion. the bankers who conducted it are 
among our safe and conservative rn* n. 
end whose report should inspire con­ 
fidence. The entire affairs of the syn­ 
dicate are now undergoing a thorough 
investigation with the assistance of 
c bartered ac* ountants. and all pdl sons 
concerned should in my judgment, feel 
assured that the interests of all classes 
of creditors 
will be conserved by 
competent business 
management at 
the hands of the committee chosen.” 


POHTO It K A S AIM 


Significant Suggestions Embodied In 
Message to Legislature. 
San Juan, Porto Rico, Jan. 3.—Gov. 
Hunt's message to the legislature of 
Porto Rico was read yesterday before 
a joint session of that body held in the 
theater of San Juan. 
The building 
was crowded. The message congratu­ 
lated the legislature upon the fact that 
its work in 1901 had been vindicated 
as wise, conservative and progressive 
and conducive to the establishment of 
free trade between Porto Rico and the 
United States seven months before the 
existing tariff duties provided for the 
cessation of the collection of such du­ 
ties. 
In his message Governor Hunt says: 
“Tranquility an ! rontcntment prevail 
in Porto Rico 
benzols have multi­ 
plied; railroads are being constructed; 
the commerce of the b lin d has been 
developed, and exports have increas­ 
ed; 
agriculture 
has 
become 
more 
proii able, roads are being built and 
debts are being paid. 
Tolerance of 
opinion has become more common, for­ 
mer antagonism being forgotten.” 
Governor Hunt’s report said further 
that h:-*5 sc hools were open throughout 
the island, 934 teache rs were employ­ 
ed in them and 43,(LO pupils attended 
them. 
Thirty-two schoolhouses had 
( been constructed and 129 Porto Itiean 
students were being educated in the 
United States. 
The insular revenuers 
had increased the available balance by 
1128,000 over the balance of July, 1901, 
and the total balance today, including 
tariff rebates, etc., amounted to $2,* 
0 0 0,0 0 0. 
Governor Hunt recommended the re­ 
vision of the municipal laws and the 
adoption of modern city charters. 
He 
did not recommend an increase in the 
insular tax. but he advised an increase 
of from one-half to one per cent In the 
tax on municipalities. 
The governor 
recommended an increase in the ex- 
i elses upon beer, cosmetics and per­ 
fumes. and a road tax of a dollar a 
head. 
He advised Hie improvement 
i ct San Juan harbor and the early con­ 
sideration of the new code now being 
prepared by a committee. 
In conclusion Governor Hunt said: 
"We are absolutely free in our course, 
but we cannot escape responsibility 
for our course when this is once chos­ 
en or avoid responsibility for our acts 
when once committed. 
Let us go to 
work with zeal and a clear purpose, 
looking courageously to the future, de­ 
monstrating that love of country is to 
be found here beneath the palm, and 
let us so labor that the civil govern­ 
ment of Porto Rico shall become ar, 
element 
of 
national 
strength 
and 
pride.”

Dowager Empress of China 
Fears the Foreigners Have 
Set a Trap. 


THE RETURN TO PEKIN 


Is Therefore Being; Accomplished 
With Xo Lillie Fear and Tremb­ 
ling; on Her Part, 


Dominance of the Anti-Foreign Ele­ 
ment At Coart is Again Being; 
Manifested. 


M u r d e r e r Identified. 
Guthrie, Okla., Jan. S.—Levi Reed, 
who was among the prisoners that es­ 
caped from the federal jail here ox 
July 5 last was recaptured on New- 
Year’s day and returned to Jail yester­ 
day. He was charged with horse steal­ 
ing before he escaped, but he returns 
charged with murder, having been 
identified by Dr. Beanblossom of Ok­ 
lahoma City as one of the highwaymen 
who killed the doctor’s 4-year-old sot 
near Rush Springs last August 


Thev Will Have to Go Rack. 
Ogdensburg. N. Y„ Jan. 3.—Commis­ 
sioner Gray ordered the deportation of 
21 Chi!.amen for having unlawfully 
entered the country yesterday. 
Ap­ 
peals are being filed in each case. 
Forty-five Chinamen are now in the 
county jail awaiting the action of the 
higher court. 
Of 89 Chinamen exam­ 
ined during the quarter, the dismissal 
of 23 has been ordered and the depor 
tation of 6 6 has been sustained. 


Pekin, Jan. 3.—Several recent an- 
louncements tend to discourage the 
hope that the dowager empress had 
learned a lesson of reform from the 
events of the past year. 
Foreigners 
ire disposed to take a pessimistic view 
it the outlook. General Yung-Lu’s de­ 
termination to organize two antMor- 
sign army corps, to offset the com­ 
mands of the pro-foreign Chinese lead­ 
ers is particularly disquieting and is 
evidence of the continued domination 
oi bis Influence, which is bitterly anti­ 
foreign. 
Other incidents which are consid­ 
ered significant are the suppression of 
the only independent newspaper in 
this city by order of the governor of 
Pekin and the closing of the industrial 
school here, recently organized by 
philanthropic Chinese, also by the gov­ 
ernor’s order. This school was intend­ 
ed for the training of destitute youths. 
Other liberal Chinese will hesitate 
now to give practical vent to their the­ 
ories. fearing the displeasures of offi­ 
cial domination. A third edict regard­ 
ing the recent murder of a Belgian 
priest (near Ningh She Foo in Ran 
Soo province* has appeared. 
It ap­ 
points a special official to punish those 
who are guilty cf the crime and reaf­ 
firms the dowager empress's good will 
toward Christians. 
This is unusual 
activity on the part of the court in 
the punishment of those guilty of an 
anti-Christian outrage, and is taken as 
evidence of the dowager empress's de­ 
sire to conciliate the powers upon the 
eve of the return of the court to Pekin. 
Proofs 
accumulate 
that 
Prince 
Ching'® arguments put sueded the dow­ 
ager empress to trust herself within 
range of the legation forts. 
Officials 
arriving here 
describe the dowager 
empress and General Yung Lu as be­ 
ing extremely nervous and suspicious 
lest the foreigners are planning to 
entrap them after their arrival and 
punish them for encouraging Boxer- 
ism. 
The foreigners will probably 
view the court’s re-entry into Pekin 
from the wall near the legations. 
The 
Chinese officials 
have 
been 
sounded by the ministers as to wheth­ 
er they will enforce the old custom of 
restraining foreigners from witnessing 
imperial processions. 
The replies are 
not encouraging. The treaty gives the 
legations a strip of wall commanding 
a view of the gates of the imperial 
city, and the members of the foreign 
community are planning to assemble 
thereon. It will be a great innovation. 


Will Go to the G a ll o n s . 
Peublo, Col., Jan 3.—Lawrence Hex, 
colored, has been 
sentenced to be 
hanged during the week of April 13. 
Hex was convicted of killing William 
White and Mrs. Lizzie Allie, both col­ 
ored, two months ago. 
This is the 
first death sentence since the restora; 
lion of capital punishment in Colorado.

All demands were promptly met and 
President Watterson said the bank 
had ample funds on hand to pay all 
depositors who desired their money. 
The institution is one of the city 
depositories. When its last report was 
issued in October the bank's total re­ 
sources were placed at $5,762,007, in­ 
cluding a surplus fund of $335,000.

Fort Defrance, Island of Martinique, 
Jan. 3.—D etail; of th> conversion of 
the steamer Ban Riglt into a war ves­ 
sel show that her vital parts (engines, 
etc.) have been protected by thick 
plates of steel. 
The work was done 
here 
at the works of the General 
Trans-Atlantic company. 
In addition 
the steamer's bridge has been protect­ 
ed by steel plates and her siern-post 
and rudder have been similarly shield­ 
ed. 
The Ban High s armament con­ 
sists of several guns capable of firing 
300 shots per minute and four 10-centi­ 
meter rapid fire guns.

A post-mor 
tem examination by Coroner Voyies 
showed a fracture of Holler’s skull 
from ear to ear, and Burion was ar 
rested, charged with 
hitting Holler 
with some blunt instrument.

Ohio Convict May Profit By a Sui­ 
cide’s Confession. 
Columbus. O., Jan. 3.—The confes­ 
sion of Walter Wragg. a supposed sui­ 
cide in Pittsburg, may be the means 
of liberating Thomas Carter, a Hamil­ 
ton county prisoner, who is serving a 
20-year sentence in the Ohio peniten­ 
tiary for manslaughter. Wragg in his 
confession si ut to a Pittsburg paper, 
said that he and a pal had held up a 
saloon keeper named Hitzler in Cin­ 
cinnati in July. 1896. and In a fight 
which ensued Hitzler was killed. 
As 
they ran away from the saloon Wragg 
says he shot another man who was 
running toward him. 
Carter says he 
if the man referred to; that hearing 
the shooting in the saloon, he ran to 
see what was the trouble. 
He claims 
he was 
wounded 
in the shoulder. 
When he reported the ascm lt to the 
police he was taken into rus*ody and 
charged with the murder. 
He had 
previously lived at Cripple Creek, Co!., 
and had only been in Cincinnati a fe-v 
days. 
His story, which tallies with 
that told by Wragg, was not believed. 
and he was convicted of manslaughter 
and sentenced to 20 years. 
His good 
time will expire in 19o9. 
Carter al­ 
ways maintained his innocence and it 
w*as the doubt in his case which pre­ 
vented his conviction of a higher de­ 
gree of murder.

This is correct with the 
important qualification th a t the fact 
the w itness has sw orn to must be m a­ 
terial to the case. Tims, lf a w itness 
on being duly sw orn gave a false a d ­ 
dress on being asked where be lived, 
this, though untrue, would not am ount 
to perjury, as the place where the w it­ 
ness lived would be quite immaterial.

It w as on the Bal­ 
timore and Ohio railroad iii West Vir­ 
ginia a num ber of years ago. 
I w as on 
a locomotive some distance behind the 
ouc which exploded and was looking 
ahead out of the cab window, so th at 
the ill fated engine w as immediately 
before my eyes. 
Suddenly I saw Hie 
machine rise in the air. It seemed to me 1 
to be about as high as the telegraph I 
poles beside the track, which, as you ! 
doubtless know, arc not so high as tel- J 
ograph poles In the city. Then came a 
cloud of dense black smoke and dust, 
which hid the engine from view, and 
almost simultaneously I heard the roar 
of tho explosion. 
‘‘Both the engineer and the fireman 
were killed, and the locomotive w as fit 
for nothing much hut the scrap heap 
when it fell to the ground. The crown 
sheet over the firebox had blown out. 
“The strange tiling about the explo­ 
sion was th at no w hite steam was seen. 
Yon know that perfectly dry steam is 
Invisible, being like the air, and before 
it had time to condense it w as proba­ 
bly sm othered by the cloud of smoke 
and dust raised by the bursting of the 
boiler.”—Baltim ore Sun.
